Recently a child in a New York school, appears really to have died of 
heart failure—a “broken heart,” as the old saying is—as the result of grief 
and shame at the taunts of his schoolmates because he had failed to pass an 
examination. 
A word of bitter scorn was hurled at him, which cut him to the soul. 
He blanched, fainted, revived, went bravely on; the taunts were renewed, 
and he fell dead. 
Maybe this boy was unduly sensitive. But this would be no reason to 
other boys to spare him, but added reason to taunt him. 
Boys are the most heartless of barbarians. 
The more sensitive and poetic a child is. the more capacity he has for 
suffering, the more cruel and constant, therefore, will be the ridicule heap­ 


ed upon him. 
.There is no tyranny in the world so heart-racking and despotic as that 
of the bigger boy. It is not often that the strong heart of youth actuary 
fails under it or the buoyant spirit breaks, but the other things that are 
killed in a boy—who can measure them? 
Unless he is of the finest texture and has the bravest soul the child 
is apt to be morbid into the worst ways by cruelty. To escape it he 
will 
himself assume an air of roughness and do the things that the mob ad­ 
mires. Child cruelty makes thousands of young offenders and starts them 


on the road to criminality. 
What has broken the heart of the little New’ York boy has broken the 
finer things in the spirit of millions of boys the world over.

of M anchester and Salford showing the 
plan of the proposed street railw ay ex­ 
tensions and the enlargem ent of the 
clocking facilities. 
"Suppose,” I asked Town Clerk T ai­ 
led, "th a t a m ajority of those present 
vote against this m easure.

defeat all chance of its passage?”

would hesitate to broach the m atter 
again, for a long while a t least.”

“ There woald be a bloody riot, don't 
you know,” said Mr. Talbot, w ith a 
bland Kinde, and before I could ques­ 
tion him further the lord mayor 1110- 
tiom*d him to open the meeting. From 
other sources equally reliable I have 
learned th at Mr. Talbot’s prediction of 
violence in the event of a packed meet- j 
lug w as entirely Justifiable. 
Tile town clerk read the proposal \ 
hill, and it w as voted to take it up and 
discuss it by sections. The lord m ayor 
moved the passage of each section and 
called on some member of the council 
to second his motion. The question was 
then open to general debate, aud any 
citizen of M anchester could speak for 
or against it. 
Many speeches w ere 
made, and as a result som e unim por­ 
tan t am endm ents were agreed to, and 
when every one had had his say the 
motion to indorse the action o f the 
council was put and passed w ithout a 
dissenting vote. 
W hat struck me as extraordinary 
w as this: Here was a m easure which 
combined in itself all th at Is radical in 
the m ovement for public ownership. 
It com m itted the city to a closer p art­ 
nership with a private business cor­ 
poration. It authorized a large expendi­ 
ture for houses which would com pete 
wdth those owned by landlords. It pro­ 
p o s e an extension of municipal tram ­ 
ways beyond the corporate lim its of 
Manchester, thereby establishing a new 
precedent which m ay gridiron u re a l 
B ritain w ith steel railw ays owned aud 
operated by municipalities. It bestow­ 
ed other powers of a constructive na­ 
tu re on the officers of the council, and 
yet not a citizen of M anchester nor an 
accredited attorney of any vested in­ 
terest uttered cue sentence or express­ 
ed one sentim ent against the general 
principle of the establishm ent aud ex­ 
tension of municipal enterprises. 
One of the distinctive features of the 
modern British city is its system of 
public baths and laundries. The latter 
1 are term ed “ washhouses.” 
Liverpool 
and M anchester are especially progress­ 
ive in these institutions. Liverpool has 
expended or appropriated more than a 
million dollars on its public baths.
